ORDER 

New Delhi, the 12th April, 2001 

s.o.330 (E).^ whereas the Government of the State of Chhattisgarh have constituted the 
Chhattisgarh State Electricity Board(CSEB) and the Government of the State of 
Madhya Pradesh have constituted the Madhya Pradesh State Electricity Board 
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(MPSEB) in pursuance of sub-section (4) of Section 58 of the Madhya Pradesh 
Reorganisation Act, 2000, and both the State Governments have requested the 
Central Government to make provisions enabling the Boards so constituted to 
take over undertakings, assets, rights and liabilities etc.; 

And whereas the Central Government convened meetings with the 
representatives of the Government of Madhya Pradesh and the Government of 
Chhattisgarh to ascertain their respective views ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred upon it by clause (a) of 
sub-section (4) of Section 58 of the Madhya Pradesh Reorganisation Act, 2000, 
after due consideration of views expressed by representatives of both the State 
Governments, the Central Government, hereby makes the following orders, 
namely 

1. In this Order- 

(a) ‘existing Board’ means the Madhya Pradesh Electricity Board (as 
it existed before the 1 st day of November, 2000) and continued 
under sub-section (1) of Section 58 of the Madhya Pradesh Re¬ 
organization Act, 2000; 

(b) ‘successor Boards’ means in relation to the State of Madhya 
Pradesh the Madhya Pradesh State Electricity Board (MPSEB) 
and in relation to the State of Chhattisgarh, the Chhattisgarh State 
Electricity Board (CSEB). 

2. The assets, liabilities, rights and undertakings of the existing Board 
shall provisionally pass on to the successor Boards w.e.f 15/4/2001.in 
the following manner: 


0 ) 



(a) Fixed assets (land and buildings, installed plants and machinery, 
transmission and distribution systems, etc.) situated in the either 
State will pass on to the successor SEB of that State. 

(b) Movable assets and stores of the field units shall be transferred on 
the basis of location. Stores, furniture and vehicles of the Head 
Office shall be apportioned according to the year of purchase in the 
population ratio of 1762 : 4857, except the project/scheme-specific 
stores which shall be allocated to the concerned SEBs to whom the 
project/scheme related liabilities are being transferred. 


(ii) Liabilities: 


(a) Project/ Asset specific liability of the existing Board shall be 
passed on to the State/successor Board to which the asset has been 
allocated. 

(b) The liabilities of the existing Board which cannot be assigned 
under sub-clause (a) to any asset shall be apportioned between the 
successor Boards of Chhattisgarh and Madhya Pradesh in the 
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population ratio of 1762 : 4857. For purpose of ascertaining the 
total liabilities and their classification as per criterion above and 
make recommendation to the Central Government on the allocation 
of liabilities between the successor States according to the 
principles narrated above, an independent agency/consultant shall 
be appointed by mutual consultations between the successor States. 
If the successor States fail to reach an agreement on the consultant 
within a period of fifteen days from the issue of this order, the 
Central Government shall appoint an independent 
agency/consultant at the cost of the Government of Chhattisgarh 
and the Government of Madhya Pradesh to be shared on the 
population ratio of 1762 : 4857. 


(iii) Rights: 

The successor Boards shall have the right to collect revenues/arrears from 
consumers located within the territory of the concerned State. 

(iv) Contracts 

The Contracts shall be assigned to the successor Board to whom the 
scheme, or assets, for which contract has been entered have been 
transferred. 

(v) Employees: 

Employees of the existing Board shall be allocated to the successor Boards 
in the manner agreed upon between the States of Chhattisgarh and 
Madhya Pradesh. 

(vi) Arrangement regarding Power : 

In view of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 75 of the 
Madhya Pradesh Reorganisation Act, 2000, the Central Government 
hereby orders that the State of Madhya Pradesh shall have the first right to 
purchase the power (generated by the stations of existing Board now 
transferred to the Chhattisgarh State Electricity Board) that may be in 
surplus for the State of Chhattisgarh after meeting its demand, at a rate to 
be agreed mutually, failing which the rate to be decided by the Chairman, 
Central Electricity Authority.
